Value of "Blood Banks" 
In Expediting Transfusions 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


C O N S ID E R A B L E confusion 
exists in the minds of most people 
concerning the new term “ b lood 
b anks,” and as a m atter of fact, 
considerab le confusion exists in 
the minds of a great many doc­ 
tors ab out them.

tab lish in various cities and com­ 
munities permanent b lood b anks 
which can b e used immediately 
for b lood transfusions in case of 
emergency. I have heard of a num­ 
b er of people who have b een very 
much perturb ed b ecause in Mid­ 
w estern cities no such b lood b anks 
have b een estab lished, b ut it must 
b e rememb ered that for some time 
hospitals have b een preparing for 
emergencies of this kind. 
For an ordinary b lood transfu­ 
sion b lood is removed from the 
vein of a donor and put in the vein 
of the patient or lecipient.

Right Type Essential 
Blood is typed in two particu* , 
la?a: the serum of the donor is 
mixed with the cells of the rcHpi- | 
t nt. These are then ob served to j 
tee whether they clot— aglutir.a- j 
tion—or whether the one dissolves 
the other—hemolysis. In either of 
these events the typing is not 
proper. It is therefore necessary 
in any b lood transfusion to know 
tha t the type of b lood of the donor 
and the recipient tit. 
I have heard, to show the effi­ 
ciency of the German army, that 
whole regiments are put together 
of the same b lood type so tnat if 
Hood transfusions are necessary, 
they can b e done immediately, 
without typing, from any man in 
the regiment. 
Now most hospitals have a list 
of b lood donors, several hundred 
in numb er, who have b een typed 
and who are availab le and who are 
w illing to b e used in case of emer­ 
gency. This will take care of any 
emergency likely to occur, short 
of actual emergency warfare.

But this has nothing to do with 
what is known as a b lood b ank. 
In one kind, called a plasma b ank, 
b lood is removed from a donor, 
typed and centrifuged in an anti­ 
coagulant mixture so tha t it is 
ready for immediate use. 
This has no red b lood cells in it, 
b ut b ecause it replaces b lood mass 
it is very valuab le in shock. An­ 
other form called the rerum b ank 
is simply the serum of b lood which 
has b een allowed to clot grid then 
the serum is decanted off. This is 
not considered as efficient as the 
plasma b ank, however. 
A third form is the dry plasma. 
which is the easiest to keep and 


preserve, b ut pathologists of my 
acquaintance arc not all agreed as 
to the usefulne s and harmless­ 
ness of the dried b lood plasma. 
The plasma b anks are put in a 
refrigerator and used cold as it 
has b een found that they are less 
dangerous in a refrigerated state 
than at b ody temperature. The 
difficulty With the plasma b ank is 
the amount of refrigerator snace 
which is required. In the refriger­ 
ator, the plasma b lood hank appar­ 
ently keeps indefinitely.

that their retreat was not very su b sta n tia l.! 
However, the Russian army has show n; 
itself to be of much tougher stuff than any­ 
one expected, 
its m anpower seem s un-1 
limited. 
Morale is 
high, while German 
morale is reported poor, with troops tired 
and depending in part on Bulgaria, Hun- 
gary, Rumania and Italy. 
Russia’s greatest lack is tanks and air- j 
planes. 
These have been going from the ! 
United States and England as fast as we 
can ship them — but not fast enough. 
On 
tile other hand, the Russians have a good 
j supply of small arms and machine guns. 
Therefore, Russian chances against the 
Germans ought to be about fifty-fifty — 
i perhaps even better in the extrem e south 
where they will be aided by the steep 
mountain peaks of the Caucasus. 


WORRY OVER NEAR EAST 


W hat worries A llied strategists is the 
prospect o f a Nazi push against the British 
in the N ear East — sim ultaneous with a 
drive against South Russia. 
British troops unfortunately have not 
stood up well against von Rommel in Libya. 
At one time he was reduced to only thirty 
tanks, and if the British were not able to 
wipe him out then, things don’t look too 
optimistic for the future. 
A nother black cloud is the possibility 
of German naval activity in the Mediter­ 
ranean. 
U. S. strategists consider it a dis­ 
tinct possibility that the big Nazi battle­

DIET AND HEALTH 


Value of "Blood Banks" 
In Expediting Transfusions 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


C O N S ID E R A B L E confu sio n 
exists in the minds of most people 
concerning the new term “ blood 
banks,” and as a m atter of fact, 
considerable confusion exists in 
the minds of a great many doc­ 
tors about them. 
The Red Cross has been largely 
responsible for attem pting to es-

tablish in various cities and com­ 
munities perm anent blood banks 
which can be used immediately 
for blood tra n s itio n s in case of 
emergency. I have heard of a num­ 
ber of people who have been very 
much perturbed because in Mid­ 
w estern cities no such blood banks 
have been established, but it m ust 
be remembered that for some time 
hospitals have been preparing for 
emergencies of this kind. 
hor an ordinary blood tran sfu ­ 
sion blood is removed from the 
vein of a donor and put in the vein 
of the patient or I sapient. This 
means whole blood—plasma and 
red ceils. 
Unless this blood is 
typed properly, there will be an 
accident. 


Right Type Essential 
Blood is typed in two particu­ 
lars: the serum of the donor is 
mixed with the cells of the recipi­ 
ent. Th* se ar* then observed to 
tee whether they d o t—aglut na­ 
tion—or whether the one dissolves 
the other—hemolysis. In either of 
these events the typing is not 
proper. It is therefore necessary 
in any blood transfusion to know 
th a t the type of blood of the donor 
and the recipient bt. 
I have heard, to show the effi­ 
ciency of the German arm y, that 
whole regim ents are put together 
of tho same blood type so tn at 11 
Mood transfusions are necessary, 
they can be done immediately, 
w ithout typing, from any man in 
tho regim ent. 
Now most hospitals have a list 
of blood donors, several hundred 
in num ber, who have been typed 
and who are available and who are 
Willing to be used in case of em er­ 
gency. This will take care of any 
emergency likely to occur, short 
cf actual emergency w arfare. 


kinds of Blood Banks 


But this has nothing to do with 
w hat is knowm as a blood bank. 
In one kind, called a plasma bank, 
blood is removed from a donor, 
typed and centrifuged in an anti­ 
coagulant mixture so that it is 
ready for immediate use. 
This has no red blood cells in it, 
but because it replaces blood mass 
it is very valuable in shock. An­ 
other form called the serum bank 
is simply the serum of blood which 
has been allowed to clot gnd then 
the serum is decanted off. This is 
not considered as efficient as the 
plasma bank, however. 
A third form is the dry plasma, 
which is the easiest to keep and 


preserve, but pathologists of my 
acquaintance are not all agreed as 
to the usefulness and harm less­ 
ness of the dried blood plasma. 
The plasma banks are put in a 
refrigerator and used cold as it 
has been found that they are less 
dangerous in a refrigerated state 
than at body tem perature. The 
difficulty with the plasm a bank is 
the amount of refrigerator space 
which is required. In the refriger­ 
ator, the plasma blood bank appar­ 
ently keeps indefinitely. 
I have 
known them to be used five or six 
monthr after the blood was drawn 
without doing the recipient any 
harm. 
Undoubtedly in the near future 
in all communities 
such blood 
banks will be available and I know 
there is a great deal of activity in 
the medical profession to tee that 
such bank* arc provided so that 
any anxiety en this score can be 
allayed.

S»nce there is no danger or serious 
significance in perspiration of the 
hands, it would be common sense 
not to risk so serious an operation 
for so slight an advantage. 


W. H .: W hat makes one's nose 
bleed when hurrying, excited or 
over heated?
